NO RIOTS Ap NO. VOTE. 


A Proclamation Issued by Gov. Bradley 
Giving His Reasons for Declar- 
ing Martial Law. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., March 16.—The eap- 


ital of Kentucky was alive early this morn- 
ing. Blue-toated soldiers were in posses- 
sion of the State House and were camped 
in the surrounding square. The air was 
full ot. rumors and everybody was excited. 
There wag talk of a plan to arrest the 


Governor, talk of impeaching him, talk of 


a gigantic scheme of the Republicans to 
steal the Senatorship, talk of everything, 
possibilities and impossibilities. 

Many had been up all night since the 
sounding of the riot alarm at 10:30 o’clock. 
The dreaded four taps” has heretofore 
been used only to announce an outbreak 
in the penitentiary, where a thousand idle 
convicts are now imprisoned, and the first 
thought of the people as they ,jumped 
to their windows and doors was that the 
rickety walls of the prison had been bat- 
tered and desperate criminals were swarm- 
ing the town. 

As special trains began to come in this 
morning with additional troops the excite- 
ment grew more intense and the probable 
developments of the day were discusssed 
in earnest whispers. 

What promised to be the most sensa- 
tional day of the Senatorial fight was be- 
gun with a proclamation from Gov. Brad- 
ley, issued at 9 o’clock this saci It is 
as follows:

party of said persons in a like manner took 

possession of the Por of the House while 
the joint assembly was in session and as- 
sumed to decide who should enter the cham- 
ber of the House when said session was be- 
ing held; amd that on the 14th day of March, 
1896, a portion of the persons were attempted 
to be sworn in as officers by the clerk of 
the Senate, to-wit: As deputies of the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the Senate, and thereupon 
forcibly seized the doorkeeper of the House 
of Representatives, whlle the General As- 
sembly was in joint session, and prevented 
him from exercising the duty of his office 
and allowed persons who were not entitled 
to a place on “he floor; ¢hat the presence of 
these men prevented members from voting 
in joint sessions; that civil authorities 
which are claiming to act, to-wit: The Sher- 
iff and his posse, and the policemen of the 
city, have at no time accosted any of these 
rioters or armed persong, but have stood 
by and permitted them to continue 
their work of intimidation, per- 
mitting armed persons to occupy 
the Senate chamber and cloak rooms while 
the General Assembly was in joint session; 
that said authorities are either powerless, 
overawed or 13 to act, and that un- 
less the Chief Executive interferes and pro- 
tects the General Assembly, legislative 
action will be prevented and riot and blood- 
shed will follow and that the security of 
the lives of the citizens and officers of the 

Vommonweaith require such executive 

action. 

Now, therefore, as Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, I hereby call into 
active service, to be placed under the com- 
mand of Col. John B. Castleman, 300 men 
of the ist Kentucky Regiment of State 
Guards; Co. E of the 2d Regiment of Ken- 
tucky State a to be placed under the 
command of Col. E. H. Gaither, and Co. B 
of the 2d Regiment of Kentucky State 
Guards, the latter under command of Adijt,- 
Gen. Collier until said Gaither reaches 
Frankfort, Ky „ when the same will be 
placed under the command of said Gaither, 
who, together with said Castleman, will 
be under the command of said Adjt. -Gen. 
Collier, who (said Collier) will report to me. 
Said Gaither and Castleman are ordered to

Upwards of 400 soliders occupy the State 
House Square, and the calls of pickets can 
be heard above the noise and confusion of 
the crowd. Gov, Bradley was in consulta- 
tion all morning with Adjt.-Gen. Collier 
and Cols. Castleman and Gaither. These 
gentlemen agreed that there would be no 
difficulty in preventing trouble. 

“I wish to say,” said the Governor, “that 
the military was called out in order to 
protect the members of the Tegislature 
from mob ony and not to protect my- 
self. The ftory that I was to be arrested 
for usurpation of authority in ordering 
the sheriff to clear the State House of all 
those not authorized by law to be there 
and indicating that this should include 
the deputies that the Senate Sergeant-at- 
Arms had sworn in, and that for this rea- 
eon I had called out the military, is false. 
I am perfeoctely able tb take care of my- 
self, and my reason for calling out the 
militia was to protect the Legislature and 
prevent trouble.“ 


When the Louisville Legion arrived and 
marched to the State-house square to join 
the Frankfort and Lexington troops, Gov. 
Bradley, who has been roundly abused for 
calling out the militia, ald: I hate to see 
this as much as any man. I wish it had been 
on the request of Democrats alone that I 
took this action in order to show. I was act-

was ordered to halt. He was indignant and 
turning away, said: 

“T will not pray for the Legislature while 
my State is being so dishonored. This is the 


first time I have had a bayonet at my breast 


since 861.“ 

The people of Frankfort are indignant at 
the riot call last night which greatly alarmed 
the women and children, and steps were 
taken this morning for an indignation 
meeting. | 
* Shortly after 10 o’clock Col. Castleman of 
Louisville was placed in command of the 
troops and under the direct orders of the 
Governor. 

Among the first to arrive at the door of 
the House were the unseated Senators, 
James and Walton. They passed through 
the file of soldiers and were admittéd. The 
officers had in their hands a list of mem- 
bers furnished by the presiding officer of 
each House: 

Meantime, in expectation of clash and pos- 
sibly bloodshed, almost the entire popula- 
tion of Frankfort crowded the streets 
around the State House. 4 
Clerk Stone of the Senate sent to Louis- 
ville the following telegram: 
“Frankfort under bayonet rule. 
of Republicanism.” 

The Democrats consulted in little groups 
about the action of the Governor, and for 
a time the sentiment seemed to be in favor 
ot at once proceeding against him for Son- 
tempt in interfering with the Legislature.

No one was 
allowed to pass the picket lines unless he 
could give the countersign. 

Early in the morning preparations had 
been made by the Commissary officers for 
feeding four hundred men at breakfast. 
A squad was dispatched by Adjt. Sherleyy 
to the State Arsenal, where tents and 
cooking utensils were secured. These were 
arranged in the rear of the State House and 
supplies were soon forthcoming. The first 
meal in service was rather rough on the 
militiamen. Two or three inches of snow 
and ice covered the ground and the tem- 
perature was anything but  springlike. 
However, the utmost good spirit prevailed.| 
and no one seemed to have any idea that 
serious trouble was likely to occur. 


The first scene after both Houses got into 
their regular session was in the House, 
where first a resolution was offered indors- 
ing the Governor’s course, followed by one 
in condemnation. Both were finally with- 
drawn, after a lot of speechmaking. ‘ 
The most exciting time was in the Senate, 
where Mr. Bronston, in a speech, went even 
further than his resolution. He said all 
talk about contempt and violence was a 
string of infamous lies and all Kentuckians 
were not dead yet.” : 

Mr. Bronston, in demanding a vote on 
his resolution, called on every man not 
willing to crawl on his belly. to support 
him. The joint session hour arrived de- 
fore the appeal could be disposed of. 

Following is Mr. Bronston's resolution: 

“Whereas, W. O. Bradley, Governor of 
Kentucky, did on last night at 9:80 o’clock 
call out the State Militia, and in personal 
command of said militia did with force take 
possession of the State Capitol building 
and grounds, and at the point of the bay- 
onet has caused to be halted members of 
the General Assembly, State officials and 
citizens of the commonwealth, and does this 
day and at this time hold forcible posses- 
sion of the capitol; now be it 

„Resolved, That we denounce such action 
on the part of the Governor as in violation 
of the constitution and statutes of Ken- 
tucky, as subversive of the civil govern- 
ment and a flagrant usurpation of power 
which should be resented by all citizens of 
this commonwealth. 

“Resolved, That this body does refuse 80 
long as the State militia remains in con- 
trol of this Capitol to consider any matters 
of legislation or to receive or to consider 
any communication from the Governor,”

GUTHRIE, O. T., March 16—At_ the 
Boggy Creek Court Ground, in the Choc- 
taw nation, Chas. Homes, a full-blood In- 
dian, was convicted of murder and sen- 
tenced to be shot March 27 between the 
hours of 10 and 12. 

On the second day qt last November 
Homes went to the house of his wife's 
son-in-law, Wilson Katiatubbi, living near 
Stringtown, and while he and his wife were 
in bed asleep, crept into the house with 
an ax, and chopped his head open. He 
then forced his wife to go with him, threat- 
ening to kill her in case she refused. The 
first opportunity she had she made her es- 
cape and told what had happened. 


According to the Choctaw custom, Homes 
is not in prison or in the custody of 
officers. He will be allowed to roam 
about at his own sweet will until the day 
of execution. This is an old law of the 
Choctaws, and there is only one case of a 
violation of it on record, 

On execution day Homes will be dressed 
in a black robe and stationed in the 
court ground. A tin star two inches 
square will be placed over his heart as a 
target. and he will stand on his own 
coffin. Twelve Indians, stationed thirty 
paces away, will shoot at the target, but 
only two of the guns will be loaded, - Only 
court attendants are allowed to witness 
these executions.

In his library yesterday he coke more 
thusiastically than he has any subject 
since he made the first phonograph to retain 
the human voice.

Noth- 
ing defracts it, nothing reflects it; therefore 
it does not reach the eye’s tina. Realizing

“T tried 1,800 chemieals,“ said he, before 
I found the proper one.

Finally I found 
one that had the property of ca A 
or phosphorescence to about eight ti 
the extent of that used Roentgen. nis | 
substance simply absorbs the rays and trans- 
lates them into spadows apparent to the 
naked eye. 

„The physician of the future may sbudy his 
patient in life as he now determines the 
cause in autopsy. He may make the examin- 
ation by the use of electric apparatus nec- 
essary to produce X rays and a screen about 
seven feet high and four feet wide, made of 
pine boards about a quarter of an inch thic 
One side of the screen will be covered with 
the crystals, about half the size of gran- 
ulated sugar, of the substance found avail- 
able. Then the physician will remain on the 
side of the screen covered with crystals 
and the apparatus mat produces the X rays 
will be placed.on the other side. The patient 
will step between the apparatus and the 
screen, and although out of sight of the 
physician, so far as ordinary light is con- 
cerned, his skeleton will be revealed on de 
crystal- covered surface to 1 physician.”’ 

Relative to his experiments, Mr. Ed 
said that his me remarkable experience 
was had about midnight Saturday, or possi- 
bly yesterday morning. He was so wrapped 
up in the work he did not know exactly 
when. He obtained the best Crookes tube 
he has yet had, and was using the last of the 
chemical that has produced such marvelous 
results. He was just about to quit work for 
the night when the tube was completed.

“and used a light of a thousand candle pow- 
ed to pass through.the Crookes tube. 
part of the apparatus was just the same as 
any of those used to take photographs. The 
remainder was the device I use 90 view 
objects through solids with the naked eye.

The outline ef the 
bones of the hand was most perfect I had 
sen nothing like it in the hundreds of ex- 
pertments I have made. I stepped back to 
see the effect from a distance, and still could 
see the bones of the hand perfectly. Then 
| walked into another room, the one-inch 
hoard partition of which was eleven feet 
from the light. and I could still see the bones 
( of the hand. The rays, therefore, pene- 

rated through more than eleven feet of 
<pace and a one-inch board partition. Un- 
fortunately, the tube after a few moments 
ok one of the eccentric moods that the 
tubes unaccountably have, and the hand 
faded from view. 

“Now, if I can make more tubes like 
that one, and if they will remain steady, it 
will be an easy matter to study the entire 
skeleton. The trouble at present is with 
the tubes, but that, I feel confident, will 
soon be remedied.” 

The chemical*which Edison had is one sel- 
dom used and of which he happened to have 
some in his collection. He will not give its 
name. When a new supply is obtained he 
hopes for even mote marvelous results.
